Miystertous Murder or Suicide. 
Last Saturday morning, Bernard Levy, 
at 146 Camal street, New York, was 
found dead behind his own counter, with his 
throat cut from ear to car, by his brother, who 
had stepped out for a few minutes to get u 
cigar. The cireninstances of the murder 
baffle the most acute of the detectives. In- 
deed, there is some dispute as to whether de- 
eeased Was his own murderer or the victim of 
some seeret enemies. If a murder, it was not 
for moacy, as piles of gold and bills lay un- 
touched in their proper place, an easy prey for 
the aseassin, and yet it seems alinost impossi- 
ble that it is asuicide. The knife with which 
the deed was done is of the clasp pattern, 
new and keen, the point being shaped like a 
hook. The “instrument of death was found 
cloed, and lay upon the counter, where there 
was no blood. The wound was of a most re- 
markable character. The weapon apparently 
was thrnet into the left side of the neck, and 
protruded on the other side, directly under 
the ear. When in, it was seemingly pressed 
upon with considerable force, leaving an ugly 
gash of about three inches in length and one 
in breadth, but not severing the skin on the 
throat.
